The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not teach a tamper evident syringe barrel with the specific structure of a 
tapered tip with a tip seal attached by a breakaway score, a two part tip cap connected 
with another breakaway score with a central cylinder that securely hold the tip seal and 
a lower anti-rotation lock, and an overwrap with a third score line that seals to the 
syringe barrel.
